Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection of claim 20 under 35 USC 101 and 
rejection of claims 1 - 23 under 35 USC 102(e) with regard to Lang (U.S. Pub. No. 2005/0078612). In addition, Examiner notes that the 
language "wherein the one or more invitations comprise a phone call, a photo, and a short message service (SMS) message" (claims 1, 
14, 20) is interpreted by the Examiner as each invitation comprising one of a phone call, a photo or an SMS message. The Examiner's 
interpretation is supported in the specification: "The invitation in one example comprises one or more of a phone call, a photo, and a short 
message service ("SMS") message." (p. 6, lines 8 - 9). Apparently, Applicant interpretes each invitation to be the combination of a phone 
call, a photo, and an SMS message. Both Applicant's and Examiner's interpretation is supported in the current claim language (claims 1, 
14, 20) and supporting specification (p. 6, lines 8 - 9).
